Susan B.

~ Ninety-eighth Anniversary
of Her Birth Falls on
February 15, and Will
. Be Commemorated with
Enthusiasm This Year.

It was Susan B, Anthony’'s propbecy
that the women of this eountry would
be voting In 1520. Contrasting the
past and the present, suffragists re-
Sard it as an inspired prophecy. For
after forty years the amendment to
the national convention, first proposed
by Busan B. Anthony, has at last
passed the Lower House of Congress
and is expected soon to pass the Sen-
ate. And this will make it posasible
for all the State legislatures to ratify
in time for women to vote In the na-
tional elections in 1320.

Moreover, this is a time when the
pame of Susan B. Anthony Is always
on the lips and Iln the minds of Amer-
jcan suffragists, February 15 it the
ninety-eighth anniversary of her birth,
and that anniversary has for years
been commemorated all over the coun-
try.

As the suffrage historlan, Mrs. Ida
Husted Harper, tells us, “every girl
who now enjoys a college education,
every woman who has the chance of
sarning an honest living In whatever
sphere she chooses; every wife who Is
protected by law in the possession of
her person and her property; every
mother who is blessed with the cus-
tody of and control of her own child-
rén—owes these sacred privileges to
Susan B, Anthony bevond all others.”

Whaole Bring Dedieated.

And Mrs. Harper continues:

“During the fifty years which have
wrought this revolution, just one wom-
An in all the world has_siven every
day of her time, every dollar of her
money, every power of her being, to
secure this result. Never for one ahort
bhour has the cause of woman been
forgotten or put aside for any other
object. Never a single Ue has been
formed, eitheg of affection or business,
which wouild'interfers with this su-
preme purpose. Never a speech hes
been glven, a trip taken, a visit made,
s letter written, In all this half-cen-
tury, that has not been done directly
in the interest of this one object.
There has been no_thought of personal
comfort, advancement or glory; the
self-abnegation, the self-sacrifice, have
been absolute—they have been unpar-
alleled.”

Susan B. Anthony, born in Massa-

chusetts, was of Quaker, not Puritan,
stock. To tha Quaker bellef in the
equality of the sexes Is due the fact
that her education and that of her
sister was as good as was their broth-
ers’.
But 1t was through her work in the
temperance movement that she came
to realize that “the right which wom-
an needs above every other, the one
indeed which would secure to her all
others, Is the right of suffrage.”

To her work for woman's rights Miss
Anthony brought all the wviger which
charaacterized everything she did. For
more than @ years she gave without
measure of her zeal and strength, at
first as head of the finance commit-
tee of the National Woman Suffrage
Assoclation, and affer 1872 as its pres-
ident, until she laid down the gavel in

190, FEven then she did not ceasa
her labors, but continued them al-
most until the day of her death,

Mareh 13, 196, when she was 5§ years
old.
Working Woman's Champlon.

It would be impossible to give a
complets list of the laws discrimi-
nating against women which Miss
Anthony strove to have changed. She
was the first to champion tha cause
of the working woman; she Investi-
gated the conditions under which they
lived and worked, and she taught
themn how to organize among them-
selves. Equal property’ rights for
women and equal guardianship of the
children were two more of the re-
forms to which she consecrated her-
sclf.

Through the Influence of Miss An-
thony and Elizabeth Cady Stanton,
who worked together In long years of
affectionate Intimaey in the cause of
Women, a convention was ecalled, to
meet In Albany on February 14, 1554,
te secure legisiation for thess pur-
poses. In behalf of joint guardian-
shlp for father and mother and the
‘right of married women to the dis-
pgsal of their individual earnings, and
1 behalf of equal suffrage for the
sexes, Miss Anthony circulated Lwo pe-
titions in New York State that year.
In 1855 she mado a tour through
New York State in the Interesta of
woman suffrage, arranging for meet-
gs and speaking in every county.
In 1822 in comnection with Mrs. SBtan-
ton and other women, Miss Anthony
was ibstrumental In forming the Na-
tional Women's Loyal League, and se-
curing xames to the gigantie petition
Presented to Congress by Charles
Bumner, February 8, 1564, asking for
the emancipation of all slaves in the
Inited States,

C lgm In K

Two months of the autumn of 1567,
Miss Anthony spent in Kansas, travel-
ing through the State in all kinds of
weather, and speaking continuously
for equal suffrage. In 1552 she spoke
In nearly every country in Nebraska,
urging women’s right to vete. In 188,
which was the fortieth anniversary
of the first woman's rights conven-
tion. she devised and carried out a
plan for an international congress of
women, that the progress made by
Women as a class might be brought
to the attention of the world. The
achievements of this congress are too
well known to dwell upon here.

In South Dakota In 1590, Miss An-
thony labored for six months for the
political recognition of women In the
Btate constitution, then about to be
adopted. January 13, of the same
year, she secured the presentation to
Congress of a petition asking for the
appointment of women on the board
of manager of the Columbian Exposi-
tion, to be held ia Chicago, in 159,
which resuited In the creation of a
separate board of lady managers,
whose fine work Is so weil known oyer
the civilized world.

Returning to Kansas in 188 to con-
tinue the campaign for equal suffrage
fn that State, Miss Anthony went
from there to New York, speaking in
every county in the State in behalf of
the elimination of the word “‘male”
from the organic law. In 188 sghe
campaigned In California for the same
purpose.

Such were a few of the activities of
an Incessantly active life.

When, just after the civil war, she
and her assoclates had sought to pre-
vent the insertion of the word “male"
in the Fourteenth  Amendment to the
Federal Constitution, enfranchising
the negro, they were brushed aside
by the politiclans with the excuse
that *“this is the negro's hour.” Bo
the word “male” was written three
times In the Fourteenth Amendment.

But Section 1 of the amendment
reads as follows:

“All persons born or naturalized in
the United States and subject to the
jurisdiction thereof, are citisens of the
United States and of the State where-
in they reside. No State shall make
or enforce any law which shall abridge

of the United States, nor shall any
State deprive any person of life,
liberty, or property, without due proe-
ess of law, nor deny to any person
within its jurisdiction the equal pro-
tection of the laws.'"

Leaded® of the Miffrage movement
had for a long time claimed the right
to vote under this clause and the
Fifteenth Amendment. Misa Anthony
now decided to put the question to the
test, and with a number of other wom-
en, in Rochester, New York, where
she lived, she registoered in due proe-
ess, went to the polls on election day,
and voted.

Leader Found Gullty,

The women who veled, as well as
the election officials who accepted
thelr voles, were arested, and Miss
Anthony was tried before the Circuit
Court at Canandaiqua, for lllegal vot-
ing. The verdict was “Gulilty,”” and
Miss Anthony was sentenced to pay
a fine of §10 and the costs of the
prosecution.

Thero is a legend that as the judge
pronounced his sentence the statue of
Justice in the court house fell. How-
ever, that may be, thers Is no dis-
puting the statement of the suffrage
historian that “fromn this date the
question of woman suffrage was lift-
ed from ons of grievances into-one of
Constitutional law." .

Another case of *“lllegal voting,”
that of Virginia Minor, of St. Louls
was carried to the Supreme Court of
the United States, and still the deci-
sion was adverse. This opinion was
handed down In 1575,

transititon of the young Quaker girl,
afrald of the sound of her own wvolce,
into the reformer, orator, and States-
man, was no more wonderful than the
change In the status of woman, effect-
ed so largely through her exertiona
At the beginning she was a chattel |
in the eye of the law; shut out from |
all advantages of higher education |
and opportunities in the industrial |
worid; an utter dependent on man; |
occupying a subordinate position in
the church; restrained to the narrow-
est limits along soclal lines; an ab-
solute nonentity in politics. Today
American women are envied by those
of all other nations, and stand com-
paratively free Individuals, with the
exception of political disabllities,™

It Is to Mrs Harper, again, that
one turna for a character portrait of
the great suffrage leader:

“Susan B, Anthony has been called
the Napoleon of the woman suffrage
movement and, In the planning of
campaigns and the boldness and dar-
ing of carrying them forward, there
may be the qualities of that famous
general, but in character and prinel-
plea the comparison falls utierly. Ehe
has been termed the Gladstone among
women, and in statesmanlike ability
and long years of distinguished serv-
ice, there may be points of resem-
blance, but she would repudiate the
sacrifice of justice to party expediency,
oftentimes charged against the noted
English politician.

Liberator of Women.

“It has been said that she has been
the great liberator of women, as Lin-
coln was of the negroes. There is in-
deed something in her countenance

and manner which reminds one of
Lincoln, the same unconsclous -dig-
nity, the same rugged endurance, the
mame strong, resolute face, softened
by lines of weariness and care and
spiritualized by an expression of in-
finite patience and Indescribable
pathos. She has not, however, the
conservatism, the forbearance, the
reverence for existing laws and con-
stitutions, which made Lincoln slow
to act and tolerant almost to the point
of criticlam.

“She has been described as being to
the cause of woman's emancipation
what Garrison was to that of the
slave. She has, perhaps, more of the
characteristics of Garrison than of the
other three consplcuous figures of the
century. His motto, “No compro-
mise,” has been her watchword. Like
Garrison, she strikes a body-blow
straight from the shoulder. She rec-
ognizes no such word as expedicncy
and accepts no half-way measures.

WE ALSO BELIEVE THE BOOK OF
MORMON TO BE THE WORD OF
GOD. (Artcles of Faith, No. &)

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat-
ter-day Saints accepts the Holy Bible
for just what it purports to be, noth-
ing less, nothing more. Taken as a
whole the Holy Eible is a collection of
sacred and historical writings, depiet-
ing though Incompletely the Divine
dealings with mankind on the Easstern
Hemisphere from the creation down
to about the close of the first century
after Christ. The Old Testament con-
tains a brief regord of pre-Mosale
time, and is largely a history of the
Bemitie people or Hebrews, as they
lived under the Law of Moses. The
New Testament is distinctively the
Seripture of the Gospel as contrasted
with the Law, and is devoted to the
earthly ministry of the Savior and
to the growth of His Church under
apostolic adminifiration. The com-
pilation as it now stands is the work
of men, and our modern translations

Testament and Greek of the New have
been made by skilled lingulsts and
learned theologiana.

But the wisdom of even the wisest
of men may be faulty, and the under-
standing of the prudent may be biased
and dangerously imperfect. (See Isa.
2:14; Y Cor. 1:19). The many revisions
and successive versions of the BEible,
made as the errors of earlier rendi-
tionls became strikingly apparent, tes-
tify to the unreliability of scholarship
in the translation of sacred wriL
Moreover, it i1s an indisputable fact
that the compilation of books consti-
tuting our present version is incom-
plete; for within the Bible itdelf more
than a score of books, epistles, or
other writings not included are men-
tioned, and generally in such a way as
to show that those lost sceriptures were
considered authentic and genuine.
Furthermore, numerous Biblical pas-
sages are tinged with what scholars
call “gloss"'—that Is wording Intended
to econvey the private interpretation
of the translator.

The Latter-day Saints openly pro-
claim their reservation as to incorrect
translation. We are in harmony with
all able and earnest students of the
Seriptures in accepting the Bible as
the Word of God, only so far as It is
translated correctly.

But.we hold that there are now ex-
tant other Scriptures, of equal valid-
ity with those of the Holy Bible, and
in no sense In conflict therewith nor
& substitute therefor. For nearly six
cenfuries before and about four cen-
turies after the birth of Christ, the
American continent was inhabited by
a detached body of lsraglites, who de-
veloped into powerful nations. Their
ce was unb n to the people
of the East. Js it unreasonable to
believe that unto the western fold
God sent His shepherds, and that
prophets officlated amongst them by
Divine appointment?
